After the census has been obtained Iho parties in charge of the work of 


redistrictlng ascerlain by simple division how many voters are to he al- 
lotted to each representative district. 


The county delegations then get to work lo uphold Ihe stains of their 


respective counties. The comniltteemen then have to divide up Ihe 1MO rep- 
resentatives among the fourteen counties of the state, giving each ns nearly 
BJ possible what belongs to it nnd no more. In such calculations there arc 
always remainders nnd the experts are then 
put 
to the test 
t,> decide, 


whether the remainder warrants an additional member for any county or a 
reduction.

RUSSIAN PRESS 


FOR REORGANIZATION 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 9—1 p. m.— 


An Impenetrable curtain seems 
to 
be 


rung down on the exact situation at the 
theatre of war. The lack of news here 
concern Inp the details of the Russia ft 
retreat to Mukden nnd the movements 
of tho Japanese armk'H may be described 
as complete. Kvcn (he mengrp. reports 
published in the foreign nrens arc. not 
fully communicated to the Russian pa- 
pers ,and for ihreo days practically no 
newspaper dispatches have bei;n coming 
through from tho front. 
Information 


may bo withheld for strategic reusoiii*, 
but the public is disposed to regard it 
otherwise, resulting in the circulation of 
wildest reports, some of the Russian pa- 
pers demanding in pretty outspoken fash- 
ion the re-organization of tlic condition: 
nt thn front and also demanding that 
Gon. Kuropatkin bn given nnlrnmmollcd 
control as commander In chief, evidently 
aiming at Viceroy Aloxlcff. who [s sup- 
posed to bo responsible for insisting that 
the rt-lnforccmtnts should go lo Vladiv- 
ostok in view of the probability of early 
Japanese operations tliPrr or at Har- 
bin, thus depriving Kuropatkin of troops 
whlcli might have turned the scale :it 
Liao Van p. 


The RJJKK i,s especially bold, considering 


the restricfions placed on the Russian 
press. It dfclurcR tlml numerically su- 
periority is hofenough and that what IK 
needed Is sonic ot the do-or-dici spirit oi 
thp Japanese. 


Tho paper quotes the words of Gen 


DrajromirofT, former governor general of 
Kleff, and an authority on military mat- 
ters, as follows: 


"Give me. u soldier who is firmly deter- 


mined to die for ills country ami I will 
guarantee that my tactics will be super- 
excellent. 


"A bullet may stop such a man. hut it 


will not stop a company. It Is difficult 
to fight and more difficult to vanquish 
tli em." 


The Russ continues: 
"What we need Is an entirely new or- 


ganization of everything connected with 
the military operations. 
A pood deal is 


admirable, hut a good deal is deplorable 


"Tin1 fact that tilings have not gone

This duty devolves upon the department once 
In ten years 
or in 


every year ending with five, coming hrilr way between 'the decennial periods 
of Inking the national census. 


After the census has been obtained th<> parties In charge of the woik of 


redistrlcting ascertain by simple division how many voters are lo tie al- 
lotted to each representative district. 


The county delegations then get to TVOI!; to uphold tho status of then- 


respective counties. The conmiitteemen thon have to divide up tho 240 rep- 
resentatives among the fourteen counties of the state, giving each as nearly 
as possible what belongs to it and no more. In such calculations there aro 
always remainders and the experts are 
then 
put to the test 
lo decide 


whether the remainder warrants nn additional member fur any county or a 
reduction. 


Another matter which with 
a republican conmiittee 
is often rniisid- 


*rod the most Important, Is the arranging of Ihe districts so that the rc- 
irabllc.ans will derive the greatest 'possible advantage. Where two dintri.is 
lie together with a large democratic vote In each, the effort, will lit- mail'1 


to put the strong democratic portions of both in one district 
so that 
ln- 


utead of electing two democratic, representatives as before, but 
one win 


be elected while the republican parts of the two districts will he milled, so 


to return a republican. This arrangement Is known as tho gerrymander 


of tho districts and republican exports an- at work upon It lung hcf.u c u,,, 
work i» ofllclally begun.
